The  Deseret  News  says: 

The  new  packing  house  com- 
pany that  has  recently  been  in- 
corporated in  Salt  Lake  City, 
absorbs  the  business  of  Knight  & 
Co.,  who  have  conducted  a  slaugh- 
tering business  in  this  city  for 
five  years  past.  The  name  of  the 
new  concern  is  the  Utah  Packing 
Company,  and  its  articles  of  in- 
corporation have  been  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  state.  Its  cap- 
ital stock  is  $200,000,  divided  into 
shares  of  the  par  value  of  $100 
each,  and  $74,000  of  the  capital 
stock  has  been  subscribed  for  by 
members  of  the  old  firm.  The 
balance  of  the  stock  will  remain 
as  treasury  stock  to  be  used  in 
extensive  improvements  contem- 
plated, among  which  is  the  con- 
struction of  a  modern  packing 
plant.
